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AD you no other merit in Sromioting 
the following Plan for preſerving diſ- 
treſſed Boys, than that of being the moſt early 
contributor to it; it might very fairly have 
been imputed to accident, and undeſerving 
any particular notice from me: But the man- 
ner in which you paid that ſubſcription, and 
the generous offer attending it, of any further 
ſum if it ſhould be wanted; whilſt it ſhewed 
the ſtrong ſenſe you had of the greatrieſs of 
the evil, it diſplayed that goodneſs of heart 
which does honour to thoſe who exert it; 
and I will avow to the Public, that it ani- 
mated me to determine upon the carrying it 
into immediate tryal. 

But the ſame feelings in many benevolent 
minds, took away the neceſſity of my making 
uſe of your kind offer for this purpoſe ; for 
the ſparks of genuine benevolencs ſoon col- 
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locted themſelves together and from that 
time to this, have kept up a blaze of libe- 
rality :- and I hope that the intentions of the 
Subſcribers, in relieving many moſt melan- 
choly diſtreſſes, have already been, in ſome 
degree, and will in a ſhort time more, be fully 
anſwered. And here, Sir, the Benefactors to 
this Charity will give me leave to expreſs my 
warmeſt acknowledgments for that pleaſing 
confidence with which they have honoured 
. me: and to return them my moſt ſincere 
thanks, for that inexhauſtible fund of delight 
which their generoſity has afforded me, by 
enabling me to be the inſtrument, under Pro- 
vidence, of inſtantly relieving, and, perhaps, 
of for ever preſerving, a number of the moſt 
diſtreſſed of my fellow creatures.

1 HE very active meaſures put in execution by 
the Civil Power, for theſe late years, to ſup- 
preſs robberies, and other diſorders in and near 
this metropolis, have, from time to time, pro- 
duced to the view of the magiſtrates, a number of 
diſtreſſed friendleſs boys, from eleven to fourteen: 
years of age, and upwards, unprotected by parent 
or pariſh, who gain their miſerable livelihood by 
pilfering and ſtealing ; and of theſe objects there 
never were more than at preſent; and though at 
| firſt they content themſelves with picking of 
pockets, and ſtealing of trifling things out of ſhops, 
their wants being few, and their expences ſmall, 
yet as they grow up, their fears leſſen, their ſtrength 
increaſes with their courage, and their expences, 
occaſioned by women, make them undertake the 
moſt daring enterprizes; and from this black foun- 
tain it 1s that the late gangs of houſe-breakers, 
ſtreet - robbers, and foot-pads, have been ſupplied; 
which makes me ardently wiſh for an immediate . 
eſlabliſnment of this radical cure. 
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It is propoſed to receive into a houſe for this pura 
Poſe, boys, from eleven to fifteen, and upwards, 
who a are totally unprotected by parent or pariſh, who 
have been i in town three months, and who are 
willing to go to ſea, as indeed moſt of them are. 
In this houſe they are to be perfectly cleaned and 
elqathed, and immediately to be put apprentice to 
the maſter of ſome trading veſſel for ſeven years; 
to give 51. with each of them; and to lay out gl. 
upon each; under which circumſtances the maſters 
of many trading ſhips would be glad of them, as 
from their hardy way of living they become im- 
mediately uſeful. I remember, in the laſt war, a 
number of boys from 16 to 18 years of age; were 
ſent on board a man of war at Chatham, and the 
captain of that ſhip (now an admiral), told me that 
he never ſaw more buſineſs performed with the 
ſame number of ſailors than was done by thoſe boys 
the firſt week they went on board; that is to ſay, 
of labour. 

It is propoſed to print, once a month, an ac- 
count of the monies received, diſburſed, balance in 
hand, and names of boys put out, and to whom, 
to avoid the expence of clerks, ſecretaries, &c. 


It is imagined, on the beſt calculation, that 


Weſtminſter and the adjoining part of Middleſex, 
will produce about 40 of theſe boys in a year; the 
cloathing and apprenticing of whom, at tol. each, 
amounts to 4001, T*. cleaning, care, and main- 
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thnance, as there never will be many at a time in 
the houſe, às they will not be kept there but tiff 
they can be apprenticed, may, perhaps, amount to 
100l. a year more. The whole expence, therefore, 
of this Plan, will not exceed gool. in this ſimple 
manner of execution, after the firſt year; and 1 


think I may venture to fay, both humanely and 


politically, that it will do a very eſſential ſervice to 
the Public, at a ſmall expence. 
The following extract from Lord Coke, ſeems 
very appoſite to a plan of this kind: ;

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HIS Plan has been hitherto executed with 
ſuch amazing rapidity and ſucceſs, owing 
to the public ſpirit and generoſity of its ſupporters, 
and the diſtreſſes of the objects it meant to relieve , 
that Sir John Fielding thinks it his duty, not only 
to publiſh the particulars of the receipts and dil- 
burſements, but alſo to give a farther explanation 
of the Plan itſelf, And herein he propoſes to con- 


ſider the occaſion and deſign of the Plan, the nature 
B of 
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of its objects, the happy effects of its execution, 


and the ſmall expence and neceſſity of its con- 
tinuance, And laſtly, he will attempt to ſhew 
how it may and ought to be extended, as a national 
object, to raiſe a nurſery for a ſufficient number of 


ſeamen, to anſwer the demands of Commerce, and 


the exigencies of the Navy. 


The Occaſion and Deſign of this Plan. 


THE great number of young boys which have, 
from time to time, been brought before the ma- 
giſtrates, and to the ſeſſions at Weſtminſter, charged 
with frauds and petty thefts, too evidently ariſing 
from their neceſſitous and unprotected ſtate, cauſed 
an enquiry to be made into the foundation of the 
diſtreſſes of theſe poor wretches, when it appeared 


that they had neither parents or pariſh to protect or 


ſopport them, or even to furniſh them with ne- 
ceſſary apparel, to gain them admittance into any 
hongſt employ; thieving, therefore, became ne- 
ccflary for their exiſtence; and this was an evil 
which nothing but the puniſhment of the law could 
ſuppreſs, or a public ſubſcription remove. And as 
it was ſhocking to humanity to bring ſuch young 
offenders to ſhame and ſorrow, by infamous puniſh- 
ments, before they could ſcarce be ſaid to be 
an{werable for their own conducts, or to make diſ- 
tinftion between right and wrong, the preventive 
method of cloathing them and ſending them to ſea 
by public ſubſcription, was as happily and ſucceſsfully 


applyed; 
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applyed ; which will anſwer the great purpoſes of 
faving the boys from deſtruction, of making them 
uſeful members of ſociety, and of encreaſing our 


ſeamen. 


The Natur of the Objefs. 


MECHANICS, handicraftſmen, and Abe 
ers, as well from the different parts of Great Britain, 
as from Ireland, partly from curioſity, and partly 
for the ſake of better wages, daily come to London, 
whither they are ſoon followed by their families; 

where many of them have lived, induſtriouſly main- 
taining, their wives and children, till the latter have 

been almoſt old enough to go into the worlds 
But about this critical period, their fathers either 
dying, or abſconding, the mothers are lefr to ſup- 
port the families, who often ſink under the burthen; 
and -the children, incapable of enquiring into, or 

_ enforcing their ſettlement, are turned into the 
ſtreets; where, meeting with others who have been 
habituated to idleneſs, they join with them, and 
purſue their practices: urged by neceſſity, unre- 
ſtrained by the parent's care, and growing every 
day more and more ragged, they fall an eaſy prey 
to vice, This furniſhes one part of the objects who 
have been relieved by the late ſubſcription . Tho?

* The Siſters of ſuch Boys as theſe, are annually preſerved 
by the Ahlum for Female Orphans, inſtituted by Sir Joha 
Fielding, in the Year 1758, and now in a flouriſhing Con- 
dition, 
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ſome few of theſe boys, from the example of in- 
duſtry in their parents, get into employs, ſuch as 
errand boys, and drawers of beer at ale-houſes, by 

which means they ſtem the current of adverſity, and 

are ſaved from perdition. - Many of theſe boys, 
indeed, have mothers left; but burthened with ſuch 

families as put it out of their powers even to furniſh 
half a ſupport, much leſs cloathing for their boys: 
and having no pretenſions to claim aſſiſtance from 
the pariſh where they live, but that of being ca- 
ſual poor, which, indeed, . in the eye of a pariſh 
officer, is ſcarce any claim at all, eſpecially whilſt 
there is any appearance of health or ſtrength left; 

(indeed, the only irreſiſtible demand which the 

pauper has on pariſh officers, is their burial) and 

ſuch boys growing too big for the controul of a poor 
mother, who cannot maintain them, ſtand in equal 
need of the advantage of this ſubſcription. Theſe 
two ſpecies of diſtreſſed objects annually make their 
appearance in this metropolis z and, I believe, ac- 
cording to the proportion firſt mentioned ; viz. 

about 40 in Weſtminſter and its environs, and 40 

in the city of London. And here let the good 

mind ſtop, and conſider that theſe objects are to- 
tally unprotected, unprovided for, and muſt either 
periſh in the ſtreets, or become, at firſt a nuiſance, 

ſecondly a terror to the inhabitants, and laſtly a 

diſgrace to this country; for it is well known, that 

for want of a ſeaſonable relief, carts full of theſe 
unhappy wretches have ended their days in the 
vigour 
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vigour of their youth, at the dreadful tree. What 
a glorious feaſt ro benevolence then muſt the late 
inſtance of preſervation have afforded! Indeed, the 
good it has done, is great, but the ſatisfaction it 
muſt have given to the benefactors, is inexpreſſible. 


The Effelis of the Execution of this Plan. 


IF the above objects were to be removed as faſt as 
they appeared, and put on board ſhips, either in 
the merchants ſervice, or on board men of war, the 
individual would be rendered uſeful, and ſaved from 
perdition ; and thoſe boys which now colle& them- 
ſelves in the ſtreets, and aſſociate themſelves from a 
ſimilitude of misfortunes, and corrupt others as faſt 
as they become unprotected, - would be totally re- 
moved; and that fountain which furniſhes our 
courts of juſtice with miſcreants, and our place of 
execution with victims, would be dryed up, and 
the pure waters of induſtry flow in its ſtead. | 


The ſmall Expence and Neceſſity of continuing this Plan. 


FROM the number of boys fitted out by virtue 
of this ſubſcription, one may hope, that when the 
town is once emptied of this fort of objects, not 
more than 100 in a year would ariſe in the cities of 
London and Weſtminſter, 50ol. annually ſub- 
ſcribed, and to be applyed in apprenticing ſuch boys 
as ſhall be found in Weſtminſter, in the merchants 
ſervice, or in ſending them on board men of war; 
and ſomething of; the ſame kind put in execution in 
the city of London, would be ſuch a conſtant and 
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 fufficient drain, as muſt, in time, become the moſt 
glorious prevention of offences in this metropolis, 
that ever was known in this country, and ought 
to be for ever annexed, by Government, to the 
Police. But without ſome proviſion of this kind, 


ttheſe unprotected and unſupported objects muſt 
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daily increaſe, and overflow our ſtreets, as they 
lately have done, to their own miſery, and to 
the diſgrace of Policy; and continue to be 
a a nurſery for pick-pockets, ſhop-lifters, houſe- 
breakers, footpads and highwaymen, inſtead of 
being rained up to the ſea ſervice; but on the con- 
trary, ſhould this inſtitution be eſtabliſhed, we may 
yet hope to ſee a maiden ſeſſions at the Old Baily : 
and, I own, it gives me great pleaſure that many of 
thoſe who have ſo nobly contributed to this tem- 
porary removal of the evil, have engaged to become 
annual ſubſcribers to this plan, under the title of 
„ Fielding's Seminary for Sailors ;” a ſmall ſub- 
ſcription will be ſufficient; and as the bulk of the 
evil is now removed, the balance which may remain 
in hand, will, I hope, be ſufficient for the expence 
till Lady-Day next; when ſuch as give in their 
names to Sir John Fielding to be annual ſubſcribers, 
will be called on, if, before that time, the expence 
be not otherwiſe provided for. 


How this Plan may and ought to be extended as a 
National Object. 


ONE of the greateſt ſources of our riches, is 
commerce; the ſupport of that commerce, and in- 


* 
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deed of every thing elſe that is dear to us, is bur 


Navy; the purpoſes of neither can be anſwered 
without a ſufficient number of ſeamen z every me- 
thod, therefore, ought to be uſed to encreaſe, en- 
courage, and cheriſh theſe valuable members of 
ſociety, The nurſery for raiſing ſeamen in the 
Navy, is the taking a number of boys on board, in 
proportion to the rate of the ſhip, as ſervants to the 
commiſſioned and warrant officers, - and which are 
wiſely conſidered as a part of the ſaid officers pay, 
in order that this inſtitution might not be neglected. 
On this principle a great number of boys were ſent, 
by Sir John Fielding, on board his majeſty's fleet, 
in the year 1756, and cloathed by public ſubſcrip- 
tion; a particular account of which is hereunto an- 
nexed. In the merchants ſervice, boys are taken as 
apprentices ; but they find a difficulty in getting 


them: and though the 2d of Ann. chap. 6, autho- 


Tizes both pariſh officers and magiſtrates to bind 
boys chargeable to pariſhes, as well as thoſe who 
beg for alms, apprentices to the ſea, and obliges 
maſters of ſhips to take them, or forfeit a penalty 


of ten pounds, yet has no good effect ariſen from 


this act; and, as it is apprehended, from a defect 
in the act itſelf. This act directs that maſters of 
ſhips ſhould take boys apprentice in proportion to 
the tonnage of their ſhips or veſſels: viz. one boy 
for every thirty or fifty tons; two for an hundred; 
and one for every hundred afterwards: and it is 
certain, that if this proportion was adhered to 

throughout 


16 
throughout all his majeſty's dominions, in merchant 
ſhips, and if the ſtationed men of war, and guard 
ſhips, were to keep up their compliment of boys, 
it would afford an inexhauſtible fund for ſailors; 
and, perhaps, in ſome degree, take away the ne- 
ceſſity of a practice rather diſhonourable to a country 
of liberty, and diſpleaſing to the laſt degree to thoſe 
who are bound to execute it; namely, impreſſing 

of ſeamen. The coal trade itſelf, accordin g to this 
proportion, would take 1000 boys at leaſt, once in 
ſeven years; and, tis remarkable, that this trade 
breeds the beſt ſeamen. | 
The great Monteſquieu ſays, © That in framing 
44 of laws, a ſtrict regard ſhould be paid to the ge- 
&* nius and diſpoſition of the inhabitants; which are 
< regulated as well by the nature of the govern- 
ment as the climate: laws proper for a deſpotic 
N 4 ſtate, would be but ill reliſned in mixt monar- 
| h « chies; and laws made for the latter, would rather 
| A diſturb than regulate republics.” 
| 


The above ſtatute of 2d of Ann, ſeems to be ra- 
ther too compulſatory, for it authorizes pariſh 
officers and magiſtrates to apprentice the children 
of the poor to the ſea ſervice, whether they conſent 
or not: the objects are helpleſs, and muſt ſubmit. 
It obliges maſters. and owners of ſhips to take theſe 
apprentices, on pain of forfeiting ten pounds ; 
leaving them no choice, provided the pariſh lays 
out fifty ſhillings in cloathing each boy. This 
being alſo obligatory, is not likely to be reliſhed by 
I our 
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pur Engliſh tars; though, I verily believe, that if 
a law was made to convert theſe obligations into 
encouragements to the boys, and inducements to 
the maſters, the great end of keeping up a nurſery 
for ſeamen would be fully anſwered. Suppoſe then, 
the pariſh officers ſhould encourage thoſe boys that 
fall under their care, to go to ſea, by having them 
taught arithmetick, and ſome of the common prin- 
ciples of navigation, and by even making a favour- 
able diſtinction in their dreſs, from the time of their 
expreſſing a deſire of going to ſea, And ſure I am 
that the charity-ſchools and workhouſes of this great 
metropolis, would annually furniſh as many boys 
as the ſhips trading to this port would receive 
and ſo many of theſe boys are bound to handicrafts 
and mechanic trades, that almoſt every buſineſs is 
over-burthened with journeymen ; and this pro- 
duces thoſe ſwarms of advertiſing taylors, barbers, 
ſhoe-· makers, &c. who finding a difficulty when they 
are out of their time, to get a ſufficient ſhare of bu- 
ſineſs to maintain their families, in order to force 
trade, underſell and underwork thoſe who have bred 
them up, by making ſlight commodities, and other 
unfair practices. In ſome of the common handi- 
craft buſineſſes, there are generally twice as many 
Journeymen as can be employed. I think, alſo, 
that the education given to charity-children in ge- 
neral, is injurious to ſociety ; as it robs the public 


of labourers, and commerce of ſailors, by raiſing 
C the 
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the expectations of the poor, from their being able 
to read and write; but it would be neceſſary that 
the pariſn officers be enabled by law, to lay out, at 
leaſt, 37. on every boy put apprentice to the ſea; 
and to give a fee of 4 or 5. on his apprenticeſhip. 
If, therefore, the boys are willing to go, and the 
pariſhes are enabled to fit them out comfortably, 
the work is half done. Let us next then conſider 
what inducement to throw in the way of maſters 
and owners of ſhips, to invite them to take theſe 
boys : intereſt or profit of ſome kind muſt be the 
thing : and from what I have heard maſters ſay on 
this ſubject, I do believe, if theſe apprentices were 
to be exempted from being preſſed for the firſt five 
or ſix years, or perhaps for their whole apprentice- 
| hip, provided they are apprenticed at or before the 
age of 14 years, it would anſwer the purpoſe. Ap- 
prentices on board merchant ſhips become imme- 
diately uſeful, and in a very few years valuable; but 
the expence of making them uſeful, and the un- 
certainty of keeping them when they are ſo, deter 
many maſters of ſhips from taking them. 
It is well known that commerce flouriſhes moſt 
in a country of liberty, where the induſtrious are 
ſecured in their poſſeſſions ; but it might be alſo 
neceſſary to make maſters and owners of ſhips, when 
they clear out at any port, produce the number of 
indentures. of the' apprentices on board his ſhip, 
agreeable to the above proportion of tons, and 
make 


make affidavit that the apprentices mentioned in 
the ſaid indentures, are then, Bona fide, on board 
the ſaid ſhip; otherwiſe to lay ſome reſtraint, or 
put ſome difficulty on the ſaid ſhips clearing out ; 
and to puniſh all attempts in maſters or owners to 
defraud or equivocate in this matter. A law of this 
kind would execute itſelf, becauſe all the parties 
concerned in it would be intereſted in its execution, 
and the conſequence would be a great national 
benefit. : 
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A ſhort Account of the chathing of Boys by 
Public Subſcription, and ſending them on 
board Men of War, in the Year 17 5. by 
Sir Joun FIELDING, 


N the latter end of the year 1755, it appeared, 
that there were a vaſt number of wretched boys, 
ragged as colts, abandoned, ftrangers to beds, and 
who lay about under bulks, and in ruinous empty 
houſes, in Weſtminſter, and its environs. The re- 
moval of this evil, at firſt ſeemed inſuperable, until 
Heaven inſpired the thought: of their preſervation, 
by ſending them to ſea, and cloathing them by 
public ſubſcription ; which aroſe as follows : 

In January, 1756, his Majeſty's ſhip the Barfleur, 
of go guns, being in want of captain's ſervants, 
that is to ſay, boys, for every man of war is al- 
lowed four boys to every 100 men on board, whoſe 
pay the captain receives, allowing them 40 ſhillings 
a year for cloaths ; ſo that the boy's pay is abſo- 
lutely a part of the captain's , and was intended to 
be ſo, in order that the captains might take care 
to have ſuch a number of boys on board, by way 
of nurſery for ſeamen : and theſe boys are, there- 
fore, called captains ſervants : beſides which, 
every other officer on board, is allowed one or more 
of theſe boys, according to his rank, on the ſame 
footing with thoſe belonging to the captain. And 
as long as this regulation, and the above, relating 
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tO merchant ſhips, are duly regarded, .there never 
vill be wanting a ſucceſſion of ſeamen to ſupply. 


his own expence. And as Sir John had been at 
| ſea himſelf, and was well acquainted with the ſta- 
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the Navy. The Barfleur was at this time com- 


manded by Lord Harry Pawlett, now Duke of 
Bolton, who wrote to Sir John Fielding to pro- 


cure him 30 boys, which his lordſhip cloathed at 


tion of captain's ſervants abovementioned, he began 
to think that this would be an excellent proviſion 
for the numberleſs, miſerable, deſerted, ragged, and 


iniquitous pilfering boys, that at this time ſname- 


fully infeſted the ſtreets of London. But the great 


difficulty was to get them cloathed, and cured of 
the various diſtempers which are the conſtant con- 
ſequences of poverty and naſtineſs. To effect this, 


he put a paragraph into the papers, ſtating their 
miſerable ſituation; which ſtruck ſo ſtrongly on the 
ſenſible minds, and generous hearts of the Engliſh, 


that in the ſpace of fix months, the ſum of 6001. 


and upwards, was paid into the hands of that ma- 
giſtrate, for the above purpoſe z; by which means 
the Navy was at once ſupplied with four hundred 
young recruits, from fourteen to eighteen years of 
age; and our ſtreets were cleared from ſwarms of 


boys, whoſe ſituation made them thieves from ne- 


ceſſity; though many of them were unhappy enough 
in parents who ſubſiſted from the felonies their 
children committed, not only by their conſent, but, 
what is {till more ſhocking, by their tuition. 
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About July, 1956, Mr. Hanway, ch mich 


7 great utility of this ſcheme, to which he had 


originally ſubſcribed, collected a number of re- 


ſpectable merchants, and other perſons of rank, to- 
gether, and, to uſe his own expreſſion, adopted this 
Plan, under the name and title of the Marine So- 


ciety, with intent to cloath men and boys for the 


ſea. 
This excellent ſociety ſoon increaſed in its mem- 


bers, and in its ſubſcriptions; and Sir John Field- 


ing's ſubſcriptions being nearly exhauſted in this 
ſervice, and there being ſtill a great demand for 


boys for the Navy, and being unwilling to occaſion 


confuſion by keeping open two ſubſcriptions for 


the ſame purpoſe, immediately joined this generous 


body ; and from that time all the little intereſt Sir 
John had with his friends, acquaintance, or the 
public, he employed to promote the ſucceſs of this 
glorious undertaking; and paid his future ſub- 
ſcriptions, which were very conſiderable, to that 
ſociety ; which ſoon became ſo much the object of 
univerſal reſpect, attention, and encouragement, 
that from February 1756, to the end of the war, 


there has not been leſs money ſubſcribed, including 


the 6101. Sir John received while he carried on the 
ſcheme of boys himſelf, than 30, oool. by means of 
which generous ſubſcriptions, upwards of 4000 
boys have been-cloathed and ſent on board his ma- 
jeſty's ſhips ; beſides which, they have cloathed up- 


wards of 5000 young fellows, to go on board the 
fleet:

fleet : ſo that by this admirable inflitution, near 
10,000 hands wete ſent into the Navy, without 
putting the Government to one ſhilling expence, 
And it is remarkable, that very few or any of theſe 
boys, have ſince appeared in a criminal light ne 
Sir John Fielding. 

Who can behold a ſociety like this, and not be 
delighted at a Plan which promiſes ſtrength to our 
fleets, ſecurity to our country, and protection to 
our commerce 

Having thus ſhipped a number of recruits on 

board our fleet, and thrown many boys into a ner 
ſtation of life, the next conſideration of their pa- 
trons, was to make them fully anſwer the end pro- 
poſed, as well to their country, as themſelves; and 
to preſerve them from diſtreſs, in caſe of a ſudden 
peace. 
And, as it was obſerved by Sir William Rowley, 
then one of the Lords of the Admiralty, that in 
caſe of any ſudden peace, many of theſe boys would 
fall into diſtreſs, Sir John Fielding was deſired by 
that gentleman to form ſome plan that might pre- 
vent this evil. And the following obſervations 
were then ſubmitted to him, and the public, on 
that account; and ſince ſucceſsfully practiced. 

Whereas a great number of theſe boys would 
be diſcharged, whenever any of his Majeſty's ſhips 
were paid off, and returned to their parents, who 


are generally poor, after they had been one, two, 
or

or more years on board ſhip, and had then no vi- 
fible way of getting a livelihood, and would be re- 
jected as apprentices or domeſtic ſervants, merely 
| becauſe they had been at ſea; by which means they 
would be too often drove, if not too wicked, to 
the meaneſt courſes of life; and thereby numbers 4 
of good ſailors would be loft. 1 
In order, therefore, to continue them long 
enough at ſea, or in that kind of occupation till 
they become ſailors, it was propoſed, that when- 
ever any of his Majeſty's ſhips were paid off, al! 
the boys belonging to the ſaid ſhips, under the age 9 
of eighteen, ſhould be continued on board, when 1 
in ordinary, on the common allowance, under the 
direction of the commiſſioners of the yard or dock 
where the ſaid ſhips ſhould be paid off; to whom 
any maſter or owner of any ſhip, veſſel, lighter, 
fiſhing-boat, &c. might, by applying, have one or 
more of the faid boys as apprentices, on entering 
into a covenant with the ſaid commiſſioners, to em- 
ploy in the ſeafaring way, cloath and maintain, 
ſach boy or boys, until they arrived at the age of 
twenty ; and allow them forty ſhillings a year, to 
be paid at the expiration of the ſaid time, when 
they ſhould be diſcharged, unleſs the ſaid maſter 

or owner choſe to give ſeamen's wages. | 
And it was preſumed that this propoſal would 
'be equally agreeable to both parties ; for the one 
would by this means obtain ſeveral uſeful hands at 
an

an ealy rate, and the other would have the ad- 
vantage of becoming eſtabliſhed ſailors, inſtead of 
vagrants, to their own happinels, and the benefit 
of their country. 

« And if this ſcheme ſhould not be — ex- 
tenſive enough to provide for ſuch a number of 
boys as would be diſcharged, ſhould our ſhips at 
any time be ſuddenly paid off, it might be uſeful 
to oblige every waterman who has either badge or 
protection, to take one of theſe boys on the terms 
above-mentioned.”
